Madison’s exact 
total was 49,805 a* compared with 
33,001 for 1924. Other leading coun­ 


ties and their yields were: Cullman 
39,877; DeKalb 39,146; Elmore 39,478 
Limestone 39,092, Marshall 48,219. 
These figuren were released today 
by the department of commerce in 
the report of cotton ginned for the 
state of Alabama. Alabama figures 
stood at 1/366,767, as compared with
